More 
stolen 
items 
found 


Boyne City police recovered an 
additional $5.000 to $10,000 worth 
of stolen tools and construction 
equipment from two locations in 
Boyne City last week following an 
initial recovery of $27,000 worth of 
similar stolen goods from sites in 
Waterford and Charlevoix County on 
June 11. 

A rash of connected thefts in 
Boyne City, which began occurring 
last September, intensified this spring 
with several construction sites in 
Boyne City being hit. In April alone, 
equipment was stolen from contrac- 
tors at the Humane Society building. 
One Water Street and St. Matthew's 
Church. Upwards of $20,000 is esti- 
mated to have been stolen in seven 
thefts. 

Boyne City police, with help from 
the Michigan State Police and 
Charlevoix County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment, have found a portion of the 
items from each of the thefts under 
investigation in Boyne City. Items

Radio operators are just a turn of the 
dial away from conversation -- lots of it

“Maybe it’s because we like to talk a 
lot.” said John Talboys of the “Ham™ 
moniker given amateur radio operators. 

Nobody really knows where the name 
came from he said. Bul Talboys’ theory may 
‘indeed be correct, given the social nature of 
the activity he and thousands of people 
around the world have been enjoying for 
decades. 

His hobby — it is strictly a hobby 
assures Talboys — keeps him within earshot 
of radio conversations throughout the day 
when he’s not in on the discussions himself. 
“For every 10 hours of listening, he talks 

-for about an hour. Speakers run from his 


radio to his garage and even out onto his 
deck, so he can tune in to conversations 
from all over the country. 

When it’s time for him to chat, getting 
on air is easy. He just says hello, introduces 
himself and the conversation takes off. 

“You name it, they talk about it.” he 
said. Illness, traffic enforcement in Ohio, 
the weather. 

“T's just like meeting a friend ina 
restaurant,” he said. “I meet my people on 
the Ham radio.” 

Like a coffee klatch, certain groups meet 
at the same time at the same frequency each 
day. Tuning past static, Talboys picks up the 
group from the upper peninsula and listens 
in for a moment. Tuning into an out-of- 


state transmission, the net controller — 
imagine a committee chairperson — signs 
off when that group's calls dwindle to

Head-on accident in

A two car head-on collision on 
Wilson Road early Sunday afternoon 
sent several persons to the hospital. 

The accident occurred approxi- 
mately 3/10 miles north of Healey 
Road in Wilson Township. 

According to the Charlevoix 
County Sheriff's Department, a gray 
1996 Ford Taurus driven by Jane 
Lynn West, age 29, was travelling 
south on Wilson Road. Her husband, 
Joe West, age 33, was a passenger. 

A red 1988 Dodge Daytona, 
driven by Lavonne J. White, 51, was 
travelling north on Wilson Road. She 
had three passengers, Rebecca White, 
14, Tiffany Bearden, 14, and Diana 
Bearden, 12. 

White began to turn to the left to 
go into a driveway to a residence on 
Wilson Road just as the car driven 
by West came over the crest of a hill 
just north of the driveway. The two 


cars crashed in the southbound lane 
and resulted in injuries to occupants 
of both vehicles. 

According to the investigating 
deputy, Joe West had minor lacera- 
tions to his arm. Jane West had a leg 
injury. Lavonne White had chest and 
neck injuries. Rebecca White suffered 
achest injury. Tiffany Bearden injured 
her arm, and Diana Bearden had lac- 
erations to her face. 

Lavonne White, Rebecca White, 
and Jane West were transported to 
Charlevoix Area Hospital by East Jor- 
dan Ambulance. 

The sheriff's departrnent investi- 
gated the accident with the assistance 
of the East Jordan Police Department. 
The East Jordan Fire Department also 
assisted at the scene. 

The accident is still under investi- 
gation. No citations had been issued 
as of Monday afternoon.

WHEELS SET IN MOTION FOR EAST JORDAN DOWNTOWN RENOVATION 


Streetscape is just the beginning 


By GINA SOLTIS KENDELL 


With the snip of a ribbon that 
stretched from one side of Main 
Street to the other, East Jordan's 
downtown was officially dedicated 
last week, ending a 100-year 
chapter in the town’s comeback 
story. 

But the ceremony which 
celebrated the city’s new 
streetscape also signified the 
beginning of a new chapter for the 
city — one that will include 
attracting businesses to fill the 
vacant storefronts in the downtown, 

But don’t be fooled, East Jordan 
isn’t a ghost town. In fact, many 
businesses in the downtown have 
been open for decades, with new 
kids on the block — Plaid Petunias, 
Jordan River Fly Shop and 
Sodalicious — looking like they're 
planning to stay for a long time too, 
sporting new buildings altogether. 


OPPORTUNITY FOR SALE 

Anchoring Main Street's south 
end is the two-story, 10,000 square 
foot Dalquist Building at 104 Main 
St., and the one-story former gas 
station right next door at 103 Mill 
St. 

Both are owned by the Down- 
town Development Authority and 
are offictally for sale now. 

Although the properties have 
definitely seen better days, they 
sport a prime location at the foot of 
the newly refurbished Main Street. 

Some naysayers who thought 
the buildings should just have been 
torn down, need only look up the 
street at the changes to the once- 
crumbling Loveday Building for a 
change of heart. It has been 
renovated and is now for rent. 

The DDA has invested around 
$75,000 in the Dalquist Building to 
stop its deterioration which 
included a new roof, among other 
things, 

“It’s larger than you think,” 
DDA president Tom Teske said. 
“That's one of the. challenges.” 

_ He also noted that previous 
owners, unfortunately, stripped out 
much of the old woodwork. 

But its bones are still good, and 
the charm of its all-brick facade, 
historic architectural details, and 
towering windows, has given rise 
to plenty of business ideas. 

To destroy it would have cost 
$110,000 and left a large hole in the 
main block of the downtown. 

“Tt also has turn-of the-century 
architecture,” White said. “You 
wouldn’t get a building of that 
magnitude put back on that site.” 

Renovation estimates have 
come in at $250,000 up to 
$400,000. 

Fuel tanks have been removed 
from underground at the property 
next door which was a tire store 
before the DDA came to own it, 
and prior to that a gas station. 

“We consider those areas as key 
to the entryway to Main Street. We 
do consider their end use — it is an 
issue,” Teske said. “The most 
important thing at this point is we 
would like to get them back to a 
legitimate business. 

“We think there’s a lot of good 
potential uses for either location. 
We do think the time is right to sell 
them and we hope to sell them as 
soon as we can.” 

The DDA hopes its collabora- 
tion with a realtor will help move 
the process along.

In compiling initial demo- 
graphic data, Baudoux found that 
there are around seven or so vacant 
spaces in the downtown business 
area comprised of Main, Esterly, 
Second and Mill streets.

Learning Alliance has successful first year 


The East Jordan Learning Alli- 
ance recently completed its first full 
school year as an organization, a year 
in which it supported a variety of pro- 
grams throughout the East Jordan 
School Districts. 

The EJLA distributed over $4,600 
in grants during the 1998-99 school 
year, helping to fund a wide variety 
of programs tied to academic excel- 
lence and opportunity. 

“These were programs that gave 
the students experiences and re- 
sources that they would not have had 
otherwise,” said EJLA President 
Chris Curtin. 

“We were very focused on sup- 
porting activities in and out of the 
classroom that had a direct connec- 
tion to achieving academic excel- 
lence.” 

The EJLA was created last year 
by the merger of two parent teacher 
organizations in East Jordan, the PTO 
and Academic Boosters. As part of 
the new structure, a district-wide

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE ZONING CODE 
FOR THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN HEREBY ORDAINS: 


Article XXI, of the East Jordan City code, entitled Sign Regulations, 
is hereby amended as follows: 


A. In C-1, C-2 and | districts indirectly or internally illuminated 
signs are permitted providing such signs are so shielded as to pre- 
vent direct light rays from the source of light from being visible from 
the public right-of-way or any adjacent residential property. 

B. In the CBD District, internally illuminated signs shall not be 
permitted.

Protruding or Suspended signs. Signs shal! not be permitted 
which extend at any angle by a suspension from any building wall, 
except in the CBD district, according to the requirements of Section 
21.07.01D. 

ion is h read: 
Section 21.07.01 Permitted signs In the CBD district. 
Signs within the CBD district shall be subject to the following: 

A. Each developed lot or parcel shall be permitted sixty-four (64) 
square feet of freestanding sign area, not to exceed thirty-two (32) 
square feet per side. 

B. Each developed lot or parcel shall be permitted up to one 
hundred (100) square feet of wall sign area. The area of wall signs 
penmitted for each lot or parcel shall be determined as two (2) square 
feet of sign area for each one linear foot of building length which 
faces on a public street. 

C. Window signs shall be permitted and shall not be included in 
the total sign area computation if said signs do not occupy more 
than twenty-five (25) percent of the total window area on each floor 
level. 

D. Each developed lot or parcel shalt be permitted one protrud- 
ing or Suspended sign. The surface area of a protruding or sus- 
pended sign shall not exceed twenty (20) square feet on each side 
or a total of forty (40) square feet. The total square feet of signage 
(both sides) shall be subtracted from the total allowable walt signage. 
The bottom of the protruding or suspended sign shall be a minimum 
of ten (10) feet above the surface of the sidewalk or ground areas, 
or otherwise be located so as not to interfere with pedestrian traffic. 

E. Only those businesses with direct pedestrian access from the 
Public right-of-way shall be permitted to have a portable sign. A 
Sign may be tocated on the sidewalk in the public right-of-way either 
in front of or adjacent to the business it is intended to advertise. A 
portable sign shall not exceed nine (9) square feet per side or a total 
of eighteen (18) square feet. The height shall not exceed four and 
one-half feet. If the portable sign is located on the public sidewalk, 
a@ minimum of five feet of unobstructed pedestrian access shall be 
maintained. Sufficient room shall also be provided to allow car doors 
to open. Flashing portable signs are prohibited. 


F. In CBD, CR, RA, R-1, R-2A, R-3, R-4, PO and WF districts, 
one temporary real estate “For Sale,” “For Rent” or “For Lease” sign, 
located on the property and not exceeding nine square feet in area 
shall be permitted. In the C-1 and | districts, one sign of this type 
shall be permitted, provided it does not exceed 25 square feet in 
area and is set back in accordance with section 21.03D of this ordi- 
nance. If the lot or parcel has multiple street frontage, one addi- 
tional sign not exceeding nine square feet in area in the CR, RA, R- 
1, R2A, R-3, R-4, PO and WF district and 25 square feet in area in 
the C-1, C-2, and | districts is permitted. Under no circumstances 
shall more than two such signs be permitted on alot or parcel. Such 
signs shall be removed within seven days following the sale, rant or 
lease. Inno case shall a sign list the sale, rent, or lease of a build- 
ing which is not located on the property on which the sign is located.

nothing. 

Talboys himself touches base each 
Sunday morning at 9 a.m. with a local 
group. : 

There are regulars on the radio whose 
voices Talboys recognizes. A retired, blind 
district judge from Flint, a professor from 
Ypsilanti, a man who nuns vending machines 
off the Ohio freeways, a trucker from 
Wisconsin. 

Many of them he met at a downstate 
trade show, finally putting faces with the 
names. 

“Wherever you go on ham radio bands, 
you'll find these guys,” he said. 

So why doesn’t Talboys just get on the 
phone? 

Because like any hobby, it’s fun and 
challenging and not about instant communi- 
cation. ; 

Operators need licenses, which means 
they must pass tests on radio theory and 
frequencies. 

When Talboys got started in 1959, his 
test included the ability to copy Morse Code 
for one minute without any mistakes. Today, 
Morse Code isn’t required, though some 
Hafns still use it. 

Back then it was tubes, now it’s digital. 
But along with the Morse Code fans, “some 
Hams run tubes,” Talboys said. 

Computers are part of the action too 
these days with “packet radios” sending 
clusters of digital messages — or packets — 
through the computer to a recipient's radio 
and into their computer. 

Signals can even be bounced off satel-

lites. It’s come a long way from the tube era. 

Talboys’ workspace has a high frequency 
transmitter/receiver called a transceiver. 
There are six antennas plugged into his 
antennae tuner — although he has around 12 
altogether. There is the amplifier and his 
microphone. 

The “bands” change throughout the day 
or go dead depending on the ionosphere — 
sun, weather, sky — and Talboys studies the 
“propagation charts” to find out where the 
bands are working. 

He could reach England on a 20 meter 
band at ] p.m. and West Virginia on 40 
meters. 

The lower the band, the longer the 
bounce, he explains. 

By 1988, Talboys had completed talking 
to a person in every county in the United 
States, collecting cards, as proof, from each 
of them along the way. The index-style cards 
are filed in a box. There are 3,076 counties 
in the U.S. It took him five years to com- 
plete the cycle — taking one year off. He 
has also transmitted from every county in 
Michigan, except from those in the western 
upper peninsula. 

“Some guys look for countries,” he said, 
noting that the farthest transmission he 
picked up was from the Seashell Islands — 
exactly on the opposite side of the earth. 
He’s spoken with people from about 25 
different countries. 

His closest brush with fame, and outer 
space, came in the late 1980s when Talboys 
caught a two meter radio transmission from 
astronaut and ham operator Owen Garriott, 
who was sending a message as he passed by 
in the space shuttle Columbia.

But, aside from the fun and challenges, 
amateur radio operators can also serve a 
utilitarian role during emergencies. 

Talboys who lives in Boyne City, tells of a 
lume he secured information for a local 
woman about her mother’s safety during a 
hurricane in Tampa. 

With telephone communications down, he 
contacted the radio’s Hurricane Net — a 
monitored radio band during such emergen- 
cies — to find out that her community had 
been evacuated to a school. She was O.K., he 
was happy to report back. 

Lots of Hams set up during disasters, - 
Talboys said, and a field day activity this 
weekend in Boyne City, will allow local 
operators to put their skills to the test. 

If a tornado, for example, knocks out 
power and thus communications, Hams will 
set up their own communication centers with 
portable equipment. 

“Tf the 911 building was wiped out, you 
would need communications,” he said. 

Each county has its own amateur radio 
emergency coordinating system. 

“If anything ever happened we'd be there 
to help, he said.”

The ARRL Field Organization has 
been effective in establishing emer- 
gency communication nets during 
floods, hurricanes fires, earthquakes 
and other major disasters. 

The league estimates that more 
than 35,000 hams participate in Field 
Day every year.
